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Thomas Cole, а 24-year-old Bay 
St. Louis Negro, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment іп the State 
Penitentiary last week after being 
convicted in Hancock County cir- 
enit court of the April 21 rape of 
a white mother of three. 

Judge Leslie B. Grant pro- 
nounced sentence after the jury 
was unable to agree on punish- 
ment. State attorneys had sought 
the death penalty for Cole but the 
jury reported it was deadlocked at 
11 to 1. 

The court also sentenced Cole 
to accumulative terms totaling 31 
years on four other counts. 

Cole was given a 10-year sen- 
tence after changing phàdihg 
to guilty to attempted rape of a 
Negro woman, also on the night 
of April 21, and received terms 
of seven years each after he chang- 
ed pleading to guilty to two counts 
of burglary with intent to rape, 
involving forced entries of the 
residences of the Negro woman 
and the white rape victim. 

In addition, on petition of state 
attorneys, Judge Grant revoked 
Gole's probation, given in a Jan- 
uary term case, and ordered Cole 
to serve seven years in the pen- 
itentiary. 

The sentences, all the maximum, 
were set to run consecutively. 

Cole had been placed on probat- 
ion lgst January after being con- 
victed on a charge of breaking 
and entering with intent to rape. 

Testimony of five state witnesses 
was presented during the one-day 
trial of the rape case. 

-They included the victim; Han- 
cock County Sheriff Sylvan J. Lad- 
ner; Bay St. Louis Ptn. Johnny 
Kachler; Paul M. Stombaugh, a Fed 
eral Bureau of Investigation lab- 
oratory expert from Washington, 
D. C. ; and Dr. Hurd Gaddy, a 
Gulfport Physician.

This will help 
reduce danger of insecticides 
drifting and contaminating the 
feed producing areas. 

When spraying inside barns 
cover feed troughs and thoroughly 
wash down after spraying.

.WARNINGS ON 


FOOD POISONING 
TYPHOID GERMS 


The State Health Officer, Dr. 
A. L. Gray, warns that food poison- 
ing infectious hepatitis and intes- 
tinal infections by typhoid and 
typhoid-like germs are frequently 
transmitted in contaminated foods. 
Many infectious agents actually 
multiply in improperly protected 
foods so that by the time the food 
is consumed such food may be 
heavily loaded with these disease- 
producing agents. 

It is not at all uncommon for 
outbreaks of illness to result from 
food’s being prepared in many 
homes and carried to bizarres and 
the like for special occasions, This 
is because the greater number of 
people who handle food for a given 
occasion increases the chance of 
contaminating the food. In many 


instances such foods are prepared 


many hours, and possibly a day or 
two, prior to anticipated use in 
a public or semi-public gathering 
and are not properly refrigerated 

Those who anticipate preparing 
foods for gatherings where such 
foods are being used for personal 
profit of an organization must 
realize the necessity of checking 
with the county health department 
in regard to regulations relating 
to dispensing food to tha public. 
Such food should be prepared un. 
der the same standards às are re- 
quired by restaurants, hotels; and 
other commercial food enterprises. 


The  Kefauver-Harris Amend- 
ments to tthe Federal Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act, passed by Con- 
gress in 1962, requires that the 
Sponsor of a new drug prove that 
it is effective as well as safe be- 
fore he can distributa it commer- 
cially. :
